WASHINGTON, March 
10 —The 
linking up of Muscle Shoals. Boulder 
Canyon and the Colorado River In a 
great p,ubllc super-power-system fun- 
ctioning under government control, to 
produce and select electricity, fertihz- 
er and nitrates for explosives, on a 
cost basis, and conservation and use of 
-the nations -resource's,, are Itie aims of 
a^JBJIC;introdueed--today m fh"e Senate 
by Senator Norrls, Republican, Ne- 
braska, and in the House by Represen- 
tatives Keller. Republican. Minnesota. 
Creation of a federal non-political 


public service commission to co-oper- 
ate with the various States, municlpal- 
itips, districts and other political sub- 
divisions in the development of this 
system, with its members appointed 
by the president, subject to the appro- 
val of the Senate, is contemplated un- 
der the measure The duties and func- 
tion of the present federal power com- 
mission would be assumed by the pro- 
posed public service commission Its 
first duty would be to make a, com- 
prehensive power survey of the 
re- 


sources of the nation and determine 
the most economical and 
efficient 
means of developing the super-power 
system. 


A. bond Issue of $500,000 as a' revolv- 
ing fund to carry on the initial work 
.and development, would be authori- 
zed. "Meanwhile, "the eleven existing 
government-owned 
hydro-electric 
power plants-,ou the irrigation pro- 
jects in the west and-the government

statement from the office, of'Repre- 
sentative Keller declares. 


"And here by. the way is a new an A 
ntal reason -nthy,Muscle Shoals should 
not be allowed to slip out of the hands 
of the government or bartered away." 
ihe statement continues. "It as tremen- 
dously important as one of the first 
units in the public super-power S3'stem 
Besides these p"ower resources already 
tn the government's hands there are 
'.318 municipalIj owned electric pow- 
er plants in the United States ^which 
will fit in most 
advantageously 
as 
units, of the public super-power ,sys- 
iem.' 


"The various States will 
naturally 


be jealous of their rights to the nat- 
ural resources used in developing pow- 
er and especially so in the case of 
interstate, and 
international 
rivers. 
These majtters, however, will in time 
oe settled bj interstate agreement on 
compact or by court decisions Mean- 
while the Xorns-Keller bill makes it 
possible for the States to co-operate 
with each other and with the federal 
government to whatever extent is 
mutually.agreeable so that the de- 
velopment of the public super-power 
system may proceed by negotiation" 
and agreement 
"Heretofore Congress has appropri- 
ated vast sums of money for 
flood 
protection without any thought of ever 
getting it back 
This bill w-ill invert e 
an Investment, e-i ery cent of which and 
more will come back to ths govern 
ment. The same dam that protects 
the Imperial Valley from fiood. will 
irrigate a million acres of desert land, 
and at the same time, if properly con- 
structed will produce power enough to 
sell at low cost to the cities and com- 
munities adjoining to pay back every 
cent the government invests in not 
more than thirty years. Similarlj. the 
sale of power from the other great 
projects, whether for irrigation, navi- 
gation of flood control, may be made 
to pay back the entire cost of develop- 
ment. 
Declaring that only the government 


can "cut the cost of production to 
the bone." the statement gives as rea- 
sons: 
"The go\ernment cafl borrow the 


capital for from four lo five per cent 
while the private companies pay sis 
to eight. That alone, on $500.000.000 
means a saving of $10.000.000 a year 
to cut the cost of current,

The government amortizes the 
capital account 50 that in 25 or 30 
years it is all paid off. 
That means 
ultimately this system, on a basis of 
$500.000.000 at five per cent, would 
save $25.00{M>Ofl and the cost of elec- 
tric service could thus be cut accord- 
ingly."

Association 
for Closed 


Shop Are Indorsedr-^Pre- 
paring For Battle.

NEW YORK, March 10. — An actors 


strike on June 1st has become more 
probable as a result of the indorse- 
ment of demands for a closed shop by 
the Actors' Equity Association, which 
Is affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. "We must now pre- 
pare for battle." said John Emerson, 
president of the Equity, at a mass- 
meeting yesterday, any new offer must 
come from the managers. The dis- 
senting group in producing managers' 
association has said that rather than 
agree to an equity shop they will de- 
clare a lockout and from this position 
they must recede." 


The meeting with two dissenters 


out of l,200^actors and actresses pres- 
ent. passed a resolution declaring that 
after June 1. no member of Equity 
would play in any cast unless all the 
players were Equity members. 


The Shuberts, who controls 70 per 


cent, of the city's theaters, have an- 
nounced they will accept the Equity 
shop.

McDowell's charge to 
the 


grand 
jury was comprehensive and 


followed the same lines as those he 
has delivered here during the past 
several terms of court.

ing indictments in cases where the 
State court* have- already acted or are 
m the process of acting. He dealt also 
with the -whole question of suspicion 
and the necessity of having the proper 
amount of evidence before returning 
indictments. Under the federal stat- 
ute, the court declared, dwellings can- 
not be searched for liquor either with 
or without search warrants but if the 
dwelling is quasi-commercial in its 
usages it may be.

A reasona- 
ble degree of suspicion must be held 
by the officers before cars can be 
searched on the public highways or 
elsewhere.

CENSORING MOVIES 


REQUIRES LABOR 


CHICAGO, March 8.—Children who 


pay out tbeir nickels and dimes to 
get behinff^'fhe closed doors "of the 
movie theatre sometimes envy mem- 
bers of the board of moving picture 
censors of Chicago, -who see every 
picture before it is 
released 
for 


showing- in this city. . But if they 
were to take up the duties of the 
censors the task possibly would be 
found no labor of choice. 


For much work is necessary before 


the approval or disapproval of the 
board is placed upon a picture. "View- 
ing the picture is not only required, 
but numerous conferences are neces- 
sary before final action is taken- 
-As 


an example. 589.500 feet of pictures 
were examined last January. In one 
day 51 reels of pictures, each 
one 


thousands feet 
long, 
were 
passed 


upon. 


"When the picture is received from 


the moving picture exchange, xvlnch 
is required to submit every picture 
brought into the city to the boara, a 
record is .made of its title, numbor of 
feet and the producer along- 
v.-ith 


other data. The picture is then taken 
jto the projection room, where three 
"screens." three 
projection 
machines 


and three operators are used to speed 
up its showing. 


While the picture is being shown, 


members of the board 
take 
notes, 


after which they confer on action to 
be taken. 
The picture is taken up 


in a chronological manner, ihe ob- 
jectiton of each censor being thor- 
oughly discussed. 
Then a 
vote is 


taken as to whether such and such 
a part of the picture is to be cut out. 
A majority vote rules. 


After a picture is passed upon the 


exchange is notified what parts have 
been cut and lha picture returned to 
the exchange, with a record of what 
is necessary to delete. After the ob- 
jectionable parts are removed, they 


are returned to the board for final 
approval and a permit issued for the 
showing of the picture.

is 
necessary for each set

There is HM much difference be- 


tween black and white as there is 
between the Garrett Billys it real- 
ly is and as it has been represent- 
ed by the handful of citizens who 
have been opposing it. A few op- 
ponents of the Garrett Bill either 
grossly misrepresented it or they 
are unable to understand a Bill 
written in plain Enplish.

the legislature to decide their dif- 
ferences. Senator Garrett "s Bill 
was to refer the whole matter 
back to the citizens of Danville 
where it should be settled before 
journeying to Bichmond. The 
Garrett Bill provided for the elec-j 
tion of a committee by popular 
vote, to study our present charter 
and get suggestions from the citi- 
zens and then for this committee 
to draft a charter, which would 
also automatically settle the ward 
question and then to bring it be- 
fore the legislature two years 
hence for ratification. 


The Garrett Bill was purely a 


democratic measure and those op- 
posing it either were against a 
democratic form of government or 
knew what the verdict would be 
if it was left to the people (who 
arc due the privilege) to decide.

? So I do not know personally who 
might have come representing one 
interpst or another.

one instance I do recall 
thatv link1? itself with names men- 
tioned in the present oil leasing scan- 
dals and. In the light of recent evi- 
dence, is quite interesting'. 
It was after the election, and the 
'Vfc'son administration had but a 


few months more in office. 
George Creel, who ran the-Bureau 
of Public Information during the war 
came into the office one day. 
.He told me 
he had friends in 
Colorado 
-who 
were Interested 
in 
leasing Teapot Dome and wanted to 
talk with me about It. 
I told him there was not a chance 


on earth. 
'George," I told him, "what's the 


use of having a naval reserve If you 
exploit it? I have spent years trying 
to "preserve the naval oil reserve-" 
Creel then said. "Well, that's all 
right, but I wish you'd see them any- 
how. -They're good 
Democrats and 


friends of mine ' 
"AH right, bring 'em In," I said 
And Creel left. 
He returned with 


l«eo Stack, of Denver, who testified 
recently in the investigation.

ZUNA IIBTS UP NEW 


DISTANCE RECORD

8— 
Frank Zuha, of the Mlllroee Athletic 
•AMoelatlon.'Xew'Tork City, not only 
won the Laurel-to-Baltlmore mara- 
thon today but also established a new 
American record for the distance of 
26 miles. 385 yards. His time was 
two hours, 41 minutes, 39 2-4 seconds; 
This betters the old record of two 
hours, 4S minutes, 
23 4-5 ''seconds, 
held by Albert Mlchelson, of the Cyg- 
net Athletic Club, East Port ^Chester, 
New York. by"*lx minutes. 44. 1-5 sec- 
onds. 
Mlchelson finished second to- 
day In two hours, 45 minutes, 47 1-6 
seconds, "beating th* mark he made at 
the Yankee Stadium last May. 
Clarence H. deMar, of Melrose Hlll- 
•id«, 
Massachusetts, winner of the 
Boston marathon of 1922 and 19211, 
finished third; Frank E. Wendllng, of 
Buffalo, was fourth and Harvey Frlck, 
Glencoe Athletic 
Club, 
New York, 
fifth. 
The Millrose A. A. won the 
team trophy and the Cygnet A. C- was 
second. 
The race was recognized 
by the 


American Olympic committee" as an 
official tryout for the pastern States. 
The record breaking feat of Zuna 
was remarkable.
